has been a matter of much discussion. 
Deputy U. 8. Fish Commissioner Liv- 
ingston Stone asserted that the ealmon 
of the Cloud river in California all die 
after spawning. Prof. Baird is of a 
different opinion. He thinks that 
many salmon return to the sea after 
spawning and come again to. the fresh 
wate: in the following season. The 
Indians of British Columbia maintain 
that the salmon of the Fraser river 
all die after spawning has been accom- 
plished. A clergyman who lived 
many years in that coantry, and wrote 
a book about it, asserts the same 
thing in regard to the salmon. The 
matter has recently attracted the 
attention of English naturalists, and 
not long age there was an article in 
Nature «por the subject. 

In order to test this question of the 
survival of the fish, an important ex- 
periment has been made in one of the 
rivers of Oregon. The result proves 
that so far as the salmon ef that river 
are concerned a large percentage spawn 
and return again the following season. 
R. D. Hume, who owns a cannery on 
the Rogue river, caused two hundred 
mature salmon which had been manip- 
ulated at his hatching establishment, 
to be marked and returnel to the 
river. The mark was a deep V-shaped 
notch cut in the dorsal fin of éach fish. 
Of those two hundred salmon twenty 
were recaptured at the same place 
early this season, and their condition 
preved that they had but recently 
arrived from the sea. The result of 
the experiment is of great scientific 
importance. As the population of the 
earth increases fish will come more 
and more into use asan article of food, 
Any light that can be thrown upon the 
natural history of fvod fishes is - of 
econoniic value.

A PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS. 


A Rassian Province Overrun With 
Locusts—Streets Filled and Water 
Courses Choked by the Insects. 


The Journal de St. Petersbourg has 
the following extract from the Cau- 
casuson the plague of locusts in the 
province from whic the latter journa! 
takes its name: The whole province 
is im terror. Old men remember no 
such visitation. The possible conse- 
quences of the locust jnvasion were 
at first too lightly regarded. When 
on April 8th a cloud ef these insects 
were observed in Ellsabetopol no one 
dreamed of the danger that was near. 
The locusts were multiplied day after 
day, have invaded town and suburb, 
and have pitilessly destroyed vine- 
yards and fruit gardens. The streets 
and the courts have been filled with 
them, rendering all locemotion im- 
possible. People are literally stopped 
on the way by cleuds of insects. On 
April 2st the shop keepers put up 
their shutters to consider what was te 
be dene. Buta superstitious terror 
prevetits the people from Rilling the 
insects, and the pelice have had to is- 
sue an order reyuiring each 1nhabit- 
ant to destroy two pounds of locusts. 
Even the water courses were choked 
by the insects, which is a new calam- 
ity for the population, which thus 
finds itself -deprived of drinkable 
water.

Operations at the Tannel — Rumors 
About Ore Bodies--- Progress of 
the Drifts. 


[Sutro Independent, June 26th. | 


When ‘the flooded mines begin 
pumping their water into the tunnel 
business will then begin to thrive in 
Sutro on a solid basis. A force of 
men will be put on about the first of 
July to retimber the tunnel where 
necessary and to dig out the unfin- 
ished portion of thedrain. Shaft No. 
2 is being put in readiness for the 
working of the air compressors. 

Last Monday atorce of machinists 
was put omin the 60-fout shaft which 
has been sunk in the machine shop. 
A 13-inch turbine wheel will be put 
in at the bottom, and a sufficient 
amount of water will be drawn from 
the cunnel drain to work the machi- 
nery in the shop, thys dispensing with 
the use of steam. he waste water 
will be carried away through the 1600 
foot tunnel or drain which empties in- 
to the ditch in 27th street, and used 
to 'rrigate the trees on each side of 
the street and the two large plazas in 
the suburbs, ; 

The water will be allowed to de- 
scend to the wheel in a pipe or col- 
umn twe feet in diameter. A body of 
water of such volume falling perpen- 
dicularly and forced suddenly iato a 
small pipe before striking the wheel 
will exert an enormous pressure, and 
as the force will be constant sufficient 
power will be io reserve to run a shep 
of twice the capacity, and also to op- 
erate a wire Cable for the transporta- 
tion of ore through the tunnel. 

lt was reported some time ago that 
Mr. Sutro had purchased the machi- 
nery of the Rock Pornt mill for the 
purpose of removing it to this place 
and working the ores which will be 
taken out through the tunnel. This 
rumer has not yet been substantiated, 
but it is the general belief that a mill 
or two will be erected shortly and 
that ores will be successfully worked 
here. It was also reported that in 
cutting the sub-drain stringers or 
feeders of ore bodies were found by 
the miners, but the matter for some 
reason or other has been kept very 
dark. Jf such be the fact, however, 
and the rumor was circulated in Vir- 
ginia by some of the discharged min- 
ers in the tunnel, the tunnel company 
can take out and reduce its own ore 
irrespective of the supply from the 
Comstock. 

The north lateral drift to the Utah 
will be commenced to-morrow ata 
point 19,300 feet from the mouth of 
the tunnel. The south lateral drift 
has been already run to the Julia 
shaft, and will be continued to the 
Overman.

EUREKA’S MYSTERY. 


The Strange Departure of Railroad 
Auditor Duff. 


THE MAIN FACTS IN THE CASE, 
COMPILED FROM THE 
EUREKA “LEADER.” 


The mysterious disappearance of J. 
E. Duff, auditor of the Eureka and 
Palisade railread, is the town talk to- 
ddy. On theevening of the 15th in- 
sent informed his wife that he was 
going@ to Virginia City in the mern- 
ing. Upon his arrival at Virginia 
City he met H. H. Noble, a stock- 
broker with whom he was dealing, 
and at that gentleman’s solicitation 
started for San Francisco. Upon 
reaching Reno he expressed a reluc- 
tance toward proceeding to the Bay, 
but upon persuasion sent the key of 
the railroad safe to Superintendent 
Evarts, and continued the journey. 
He informed his wife of his intention 
by telegraph, stating the day that he 
should return, and wound up the tel- 
egram with the words “See letter,” 
conveying the idea that he had writ- 
ten to her from Virginia City. That 
letter was wever received. The re- 
sult of inquiries so far isthat the ab- 
sentee wus seen several times on the 
«treets of San Francisco, and dined 
once in cempany with Mr Noble. 
He had a balance to his credit at his 
brokers amounting to $8,950, which he 
drew in coin. He made inquiries 
avout having an iron bound box made 
in which to put this money, and did 
have it constructed. Mrs. Duff tele- 
graphed where his photograph could 
be found, and a detective stepped up- 
He reports that a man 
‘answering Duff's description and hav- 
ing with him a box similar to the one 
mentioned above, and whose dress 
corresponded with the clothing worn 
at the time, took passage on the 22d 
}in a bark bound for the Sandwich Is- 
_ lands. 
| Of course these facts, as gathered, 
excited the suspicion that Mr. Duff 
was adefaulter. That he did not in- 
tend to return to Eureka is proven by 
his precuring a box to carry his ceia

‘that Duff had become involved in 
istock speculations. He was relieved 
from his position as auditor, but was 
ayain installed in the eflice upon giv- 
ing a solemn obligation to the presi- 
dent of the read, Edgar Mills, that 
he would refrain in the future from 
any further dealings in mining shares. 
On the very next day he gave an or- 
der through a.friend for 600 shares of 
Imperial, on which he scored a loss. 
It is a certainty that during the past 
two years he has dealt extensively and 
heavily in miniog shares. 

These purchases have been continu- 
ous, and iovolved the handling and 
disposal of a large amount of capital. 
He alse expended a large amount of

money iv building, in several local 
mining enterprises, and his disburse- 
ments in every direction were lavish. 
Before leaving he settled upenumerous 
small bills that he owed the various 
merchants, and is nut known to have 
left a dollar of indebtedness behind. 
His domestic relations were exceed- 
ingly pleasant, his devotedness to his 
wife and child having been the sub- 
ject of common remark. 

Mr. Edgar Mills, accompanied by 
Mr. Oatman, of Sacramento, arrived 
last night, and a cursory examination 
of the books reveals no defalcation, 
but we understand that the experting 
extended back for only a short time, 
and did not include the old books. 
Mr. Duff has had full charge of the 
business of the Eureka and Palisade 
Railroad. He was regarded as one ef 
the most expert acceuntants on the 
coast. He numbered many friends in 
Eureka, his geoial manners and oblig- 
ing disposition securing him the re- 
spect and esteem of fll. There are 
three theories afloat: Oae that he is a 
defaulter to a large amount, and has 
fled to escape the consequences.

The thom- 
notus, however, disappointed the Pro- 
Rendered obstinately inert by

He hadi found the thomnotus, 
but he did not propose to domesticate 
and breed him. That work he left to 
enterprising stockmen. He did not 
cure to express any opinien that might 
tend to injure vested interests. But 
he thought that whatever changes 
were in store they would come gradu-~ 
ally. It must be remarked that the 
plumbers would oppose the introduc- 
tion of any torui of electric lighting.

By a comparison of the above tables 
it will be seen that the tax levy for 
state and county purp%ses for the 
year 1879 is 20 cents on the $100 less 
then fer the year preceeding. In 
point of fact, however, there has been 
no redugtion in the rate for county 
purposes. but an increase of 15 cents 
on the $100, The state tax for 1878 
was 90 cents on the $100, and the 
county tax for the same year 110 cents, 
making a total of $2 on the $100. For 
1879 the state tux is 55 cents, and the 


connty taux $1 25 on the $100, show- | 


ing that there is a reduction in the 
state tax of 35 cents and an increase 
in the county tax of 15 cents on the 
$100. The taxable property in 
Washoe county in 1878 amounted 
to about $3,500,000, which paid a 
county revenue of abont $38,500 in 
round numbers. The rate for the 
present year, calculating property at 
the same assessed valnation as last 
year, will raise a revenue of 343,750. 
Judging from the comparitive rate of 
taxation forthe two years it would 
seem that the expenditures for the 
present year will, or are expected to 
exceed those of the last year.

MARK TWAIN AND THE PRESIDENCY. 


Hie Offers Himself as a Candidate, and 
Points to His “ Record.” 


Mark Twain has published the fol- 


‘lowing open letter to his couutrymen 


ef either er any party: 

“1 have pretty much made up my 
mind to run for President. What the 
country wants is a eandidate who can 
not be injured by investigation of his 
past history, so that the enemies of 
the party will be unable to rake up 
anything against him that nobody 
ever heard of before. If you know 
the worst about a candidate to begin 
with, every attempt to spring things 
on him is checkmated. Now I am 
going to enter the field wigh an open 
record. [am going to own up in ad 
vance to all the wickedness I have 
done, and if any Congressional Com- 
mittee is disposed to prowl around my 
biography in the hope of discovering 
any dark and deadly deed that I have 
secreted, why—let it prowl. 

In the first place I admit that I 
treed@ rheumatic grandfather of mine 
in the winter of 1850. He was old 
aud inexpert in climbing trees, but 
with the heartless brutality that is 
characteristic of me I ran him out of 
the front door in his night shirt at the 
point of a shot gun and caused him to 
bowl up a — tree, where he re- 
mained ali night, while I emptied shot 
into his legs. I did this because he 
snered. I will doit again if ever I 
have another grandfather. I am as 
inhuman now as I was in 1850. 

I candidly acknowledye that I ran 
away ut the battle of Gettysburg. My 
friends have tried to smooth over this 
fact by asserting that I did se for the 
purpose of imitating Washington, who 
went into the woods at Valley Forge 
for the purpose of saying his prayers. 
It was a miserable subterfuge. I 
struck out in a straight line for the 
Tropic of Cancer because I was scared. 
I wanted my country saved, but I pre- 
ferred to have somebody else save it. 
[ entertain that preference yet. If 
the bubble reputation can be obtained 
only at the canoon’s mouth, I am 
willing to go there for it, provided the 
cannen isempty. If it is loaded my 
immortal and inflexible purpose is to 
get over the fence and go home. My 
invariable practice in war has been te 
bring out of every fight two-thirds 
more menghan when I wentin. This 
seems to me to be Napoleonic in its 
grandeur. 

My financial views are of the most 
decided character, but they are not 
likely, perhaps, to increase my popu- 
larity with the advocates of inflativn. 
[ do not insist upon the special] suprem- 
acy of rag money or hard money. The 
great fundamental principle of my life 
is to take any kind I can get. 

The rumor that [I buried a dead 

aunt under my grape vine was correct. 
The vine seoned fertilizing, my aunt 
had to be buried, and I dedicated her 
to that high pur Does that unfit 
me for the Presidency? The Consti- 
tution of our country does not say so. 
No other citizen was ever considered 
unworthy of this effice because he en- 
riched his grape-vines with his dead 
relatives. Why should I be selected 
as the first victim ©» «an absurd preju- 
dice ? 
I admit aloo that Lam not a friend 
of the poor man. I regard the poor 
man, in his present cendition, as so 
much wasted raw material. Cut up 
and properly canned, he might be 
made useful to fatten the natives of 
the cannibal islands and to improve 
our export trade with that region. I 
shall recommend legislation upon the 
subject in my first Message. My 
campaign cry will be: ‘* Desiccate the 
poor workingman; stuff him _ into 
sausages.” 

These are about the worst parts of 
my record. Onthem | come before 
the country. If my country don't 
waut me, I will go back again. But I 
recommend myself as a safe man—a 
man who staris from the basis of total
